Supreme Court Cases. 


In the spring of 1888 Robert H. HUli 


Democrat, and E. R Moffett, Repnbli 
i-m, were rival candidates for supervisor 
.n Bine Mound township, and Mr. Mof- 
fott was given the certificate of election 
by the election board, his majority being 
given at one vote. Mr. Hill contested 
the election in the county court before 
Jndge Nelson, alleging illegal voting, and 
Judge Nelson sustained the claim. Mr. 
Moffett served the term, bnt he took an 
appeal direct to the Illinois supreme 
court, and yesterday a decision wss ren- 
dered by that court reversing and re- 
manding the case for a new trial. Thus 
the case goes against Mr. Hill, who will 
be called upon to pay the accumulated 
costs, about $200. It is not likely that 
the case will again come up for trial, as 
Outten .t Page, who are the attornejXfor 
Mr. Moffett, have information they deem 
iucontestible that an unnaturalized citi- 
zen had voted for Mr. Hill ill 1888, the 
same party becoming a citizen in legal 
form last fall so that he could vote for 
Mr. Hill for representative. The natu- 
ralization of this voter revealed the 
identity..of another illegal voter at the 
spring election of 1888, of whom Mr. 
Moffett and his attorneys had no pre- 
vious knowledge. 


The supreme court also rendered a 


decision in favor of Pratt & Co., the gram 
commission merchants, and against B. F.

THE TBAIN. 


The special train used for the party is 


richness itself. It is thus described: 


It consists of one composite car con- 


taining baggage room, smoking room and 
library, barber shop and bath room; one 
dining car with seats for forty persons, 
a well-equipbed kitchen, pantry and side- 
board; four sleeping curs, containing 
regular sections, drawing rooms, toilet 
and bath rooms.

This 
pump supplies compressed air to force 
water from tanks under each car to all 
toilet and bath rooms, and by simple 
arrangements in the heater rooms warm 
water is supplied in connection with the 
same.

railroad engineer, assisted by pilot en- 
gineers from different roads over which it 
-ravels.

When he met 
Coughlin the latter greeted him cor- 
dially, and said: "I would like very 
well to have you meet Dr. Cronin some 
night and give him a good big licking- 
beat him." 
The witness was not in- 


clined to carry out Coughlin's wishes, 
but promised to confer with him further 
on the following night. He never met 
Coughlin a%;r that. Under a severe 
cross-examination by Attorney Forrest, 
the w/itness admitted himself to be a 
gambler, a passer of counterfeit money, 
a robber, a shell worker and experi- 
enced in most every form of crime ex- 
cept murder; that ho had been arrested 
many times and had spent more or less 
time in jails and houses of correction. 


At the conclusion of Sampson's ex- 


amination the State's attorney asked 
the Judge fora writ of attachment on 
the person of John C. Garrity. It being 
obtained, Wm. LynSi, a pal of Samp- 
son's, was called to the stanfl. His 
testimony consisted of a corjofooration 
of tho meeting between Samppon and 
Coughlin, at which Coughlin requested 
Sampson to "slug" Dr. Cronin. 


Wm. O'Keefe, Dr. Cronin'a tailor and 


a member Clan-na-C-ael Camp 250, was 
called to testify to a conversation had 
between Suspect BeggS and himself. 
He said that Heggs had told him that 
Dr. Cronin was not a fit man to be on 
the committee that investigated Alex- 
ander Sullivan.

why, and Beggs replied that Cronin was 
not a patriot and an bonesf member of 
the brotherhood. .To prove his state- 
ment Be.ggs said' that Dr. Cfonin had 
gotten Cougjjlin into the camp without 
initiating him.

Cornelius Flynn, also a member of 


Camp 250, testified that he was present 
when Beggs and O'Keefe had their con- 
versation, and continuing, corroborated 
O'Keefe's version of what was said. 


Edward O. Throckmorton, who, as the 


representative of Knight & Marshall, 
who rented tho rooms at No. 117 South 
Clark street, to J. B. Simonds, was then 
sworn and told of how Simonds called 
at his office on February IS and said ho 
wanted the rooms for a brother who was 
coming from tho East to have his eyes 
treated. Witness gave a personal de- 
ncription - of 
Simonds, 
which 
corre- 


sponded with that given by Witness 
Ilatficld. 


Herman Goldman, a collector for the 


real estate firm, testified to having found 
the rooms occupied on March !!0, and 
vacated the next day. 


James M. .Marshall testified to being 


present when Simonds rented the rooms, 
but could not describe Simonds' appear- 
ance. The defense did not care to cross- 
examine Marshall, and court adjourned.
